LIQUOR AND DRU6S ARE 
SEIZED ON TWO SHIPS 


New York, Feb. 7.—A ruse by a 
detective aud the accidental over­ 
hearing of a conversation atop a 
Fifth avenue bus, caused raids on 
two ships in New York harbor yes­ 
terday and the seizure of more than 
$20,000 worth of drugs on the one, 
and whisky, laces, revolvers and 
other goods on the other. 
Thomas E. Rush, customs survey­ 
or of the port, was riding on the 
top of a bus last week and over­ 
heard two men in conversation say 
it was an easy matter to smuggle 
goods off ships. He found the men 
were connected with the 
steamer 
Fort Pitt Bridge, which arrived re­ 
cently from Vigo, Spain. A search­ 
ing party was sent to the ship and 
under several tons of salt fifty-one 
bottles of whisky were found and 
in a cargo hold 
several 
thousand 
dollars worth of luces, lingerie and 
other articles were stored. 
The drug raid was carried out

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A B A N D O N E D BY THEIR COUNTRY 
There are thousands of disabled 
world war 
veterans 
in the United 
States today who are 
not 
receiving 
the proper treatment from the Amer­ 
ican government. 
These men unsel­ 
fishly offered their 
lives, 
and have 
given their health, as a sacrifice that 
this country might win in its struggle 
with the German forces. 
During this 
war nothing was considered too good 
jot these men. 
The American people 
contributed liberally to 
the 
welfare 
funds and bought bonds that the gov­ 
ernment might be financially able to 
conduct an aggressive campaign. Now 
lh at the actual fighting is over these 
men are forgotten and left to shift for 
themselves. 
This is not right. 
They 
are entitled to the 
very 
best treat­ 
ment. 
The American Legion and other ex- 
service men’s organizations are con­ 
ducting a determined campaign in the 
interest of these disabled men. 
This 
campaign is unselfish in spirit and 
purpose. 
These veterans are not for­ 
getting the men who fought side by 
side with them when the people of 
America were united in their efforts to 
win the war. 
The United States has 
been liberal in its provisions for these 
men but through legislative and ad­ 
ministrative deficiencies has failed to 
make those provisions available. 
Ac­ 
cording to figures* compiled 
by the 
American Legion there are more than 
37,000 disabled veterans in America. 
More than 16,000 of these men are 
without proper hospital facilities. The 
number is reported to be increasing 
at the rate of 1,500 per month. Some­ 
thing must be done 
to take 
care of 
these men and see that they are prop­ 
erly cared for. 
A petition has been 
addressed to 
the president, the president-elect, the 
congress and the people of the United 
States by the American Legion catting 
for immediate 
legislative 
action to 
remedy 
the 
deplorable 
conditions 
which surround the care and rehabili­ 
tation of the disabled veterans. 
The 
petition points out that this uncalled 
for situation is due to the “state of 
divided responsibility and wasted ef­ 
forts among the government agencies 
with which the problem rests.” A dis­ 
abled man has three gr^at needs— 
medical treatment, vocational training 
and financial support. 
All of these 
are' provided for by the government, 
but are so fenced in with red tape that 
the disabled man is forced time and 
time again to wait for months while 
his “case” is juggled 
around Wash­ 
ington with no definite assurance that 
it will ever get attention. 
The gre&t 
trouble lies in the fact that there are 
three different and 
distinct 
boards 
trying to handle a problem that should 
be handled by one organization with 
a common head where responsibility 
could be placed. 
In this connection the American Le­ 
gion’s petition says: 
“The government has 
recognized 
the three needs but overlooks the fact 
that they are the simultaneous needs 
of one man, and not of three different 
men or of one man at three different 
times. 
“It makes three problems out 
of what really is one three-part prob­ 
lem. 
“Continuing this faulty conception, 
it has given the problem over to three 
agencies— the Public Health Service 
for treatment, the Federal Board for 
Vocational Education for training, the 
Bureau of War 
Risk 
Insurance for 
financial support. Each of these agen­ 
cies is an institution complete in itself. 
Each is administratively independent 
of thejtfher two. 
None is responsible 
to a (A lm on head. 
All by force of 
circumstances are exercising functions 
they were not intended to exercise. 
“The result is the suffering of the 
disabled veteran. Thousands are wait­ 
ing and have waited for months on 
compensation for their injuries. Thou- 


! sands have waited for months for an 
[ opportunity to re-establish themselves 
as self-sustaining members of society 
| by re-education 
through 
vocational 
training. 
Thousands are in need of 
hospitalization and 
the 
government 
has no hospital 
facilities 
available. I 
Of the 20,000 now in hospital, 4,500 j 
are quartered in institutions unsuited 
to the needs of the 
men 
quartered 
there. 
New hospital cases are devel­ 
oping at the rate of 1,500 a month in 
excess of 
the 
number 
discharged. 
Hundreds are the objects of public 
and private 
charity. 
Afflicted and 
penniless veterans have been driven to 
refuges in almshouses 
and 
common 
jails. 
Many have died, and if imme­ 
diate relief is not forthcoming, more 
will die— destitute, 
without 
proper 
medical care, without compensation 
with which to obtain it, abandoned by 
the country they served. 
All this is 
attributed directly to the manner in 
which the government has administer­ 
ed the affairs of the disabled.”

IMMIGRATION PROSPECTS. 
There has been a sharp conflict of 
testimony 
regarding 
immigration 
prospects. The warning tljat unprece­ 
dented numbers of Europeans would 
seek admission 
to this 
country has 
been challenged from many quarters 
and of late there has been a general 
disposition to regard as exaggerted 
the forecasts of an 
extraordinarily 
heavy immigration. 
Yet the face re­ 
mains that many authorities in whom 
it seems reasonable 
to repose confi­ 
dence foresee the coming of a tremen­ 
dous immigrant horde, while many of 
those who have scoffed at this predic­ 
tion are men who may well have an 
axe to grind in preventing the enact­ 
ment of 
more

laws. 
Mr. Anthony Caminetti, the Gener­ 
al Commissioner General of Immigra­ 
tion, has added his voice to those who 
declare that there is going to be im­ 
migration on a huge scale to the Unit­ 
ed States and* that it behooves us to 
take steps at once 
to deal 
with the 
problems thus created.' Mr. Caminet- 
ti’s official position, his long exper­ 
ience as an immigration official, his 
long study of all the conditions affect­ 
ing immigration give weight to his tes­ 
timony, which gains in interest also 
from the fact that he has just return­ 
ed from an extensive European tour 
during which foe studied carefully the 
situation now existing 
abroad. 
Mr. 
Caminetti told the senate comYnittee 
on immigration that unless steps were 
taken to restrict the admission of al­ 
iens the influx would break previous 
records before July I. 
It is hard to see how the immigra­ 
tion problem can •b e 
dismissed, as 
some would have 
us dismiss it, as a 
mere fantastic bogie. If we are to dis­ 
regard yie views of the men in this 
country whose business it is to know 
all about the immigration situation, 
what is tlte use 
of 
employing these 
men any paying them salaries out of 
the public funds? 
Most Americans 
will be inclined to attach more weight 
to Mr. Caminetti’s testimony than to 
the expressions of various large em­ 
ployers whose opposition to restricted 
immigration laws may be due to their 
desire for cheap labor or to the ex­ 
pressions of politicians who may be 
thinking about the foreign vote.

Birmingham, England, 
Feb. 7.— 
The British government rormtlly 
proposed a cancellation of all inter­ 
allied debts, but the proposals were 
unacceptable to the American gov­ 
ernment, said J. Austin Chamber­ 
lain, chancellor of the exchequer, in 
a speech to his constituents here 
yesterday. 
“To make them again,” Chamber-

of our motive.” 
“In making them,” he added, “we 
sought no national advantage for 
ourselves. We proposed a solution 
in which we should have foregone 
claims larger than any remitted to 
us,’ and we proposed it because we 
believed it would be in the inter­ 
ests of good relations amongst peo­ 
ples. the rehabilitation of national 
credit and the restoration of inter­ 
national trade.

The board is to keep fully advis­ 
ed of the condition of ail corrective 
institutions of the county, or those 
under municipal 
control, 
and is 
created under provisions or Article 
III, chapter 19, revised statutes of 
1909. 
In accordance with the important 
duties of this board, its members 
made a thorough investigation 
of 
the eleemosynary institutions 
of 
this county and beg leave to sub­ 
mit the following report: 
The tenth of December, Hie d a y 
set for these inspections, dawned 
beautifully and the d a y was 
well 
calculated to enthuse the most in 
different, to say nothing of a group 
of earnest people starting out on a 
philanthropic errand. 
With a competent driver at 
the 
wheel our auto sped rapidly over 
the 2 # miles to the county farm. 
The home is located upon a high 
hill overlooking 
the surrounding 
territory for miles around, and 
forms an ideal spot for housing tile 
county’s mendicants, 
those 
upon 
whom nature has not dealt lavishly 
in bestowing imr physical y men­ 
tal gifts. 
Upon reaching the farm 
we were 
cordially 
welcomed by 
Mrs. Hatton, who is its capable su­ 
pervisor. 
Without 
further cere­ 
mony we began the first official in­ 
spection ever made by a county 
board of advisors, this being 
the 
first board ever thus appointed. As 
w enwent through the domicile of 
the inmates, 
we 
were 
delighted 
with 
the 
scrupulous 
care 
with 
which each individual 
department 
was attended; the beds w*ere clean 
beyond the most exacting criticism. 
The inmates themselves were well 
clothed, clean and seemingly happy 
under their most unfortunate con 
ditions. We were escorted through 
the culinary department, food 
ol 
variety and an appetizing 
nature 
was abundant.

was 
found to he filled 
lo overflowing 
with good things to 
eat. 
There 
were potatoes, apples, turnips, on­ 
ions and pumpkins laid aside 
for 
future use, as were hundreds

corn, peaches, etc., all arranged in 
neat and tempting rows upon

"SACRIFICE" OF SEM1RY 
AIM SAYS JAP PAPER 


Tokio, Fob. 7.—In a sensational 
article the Kukumin Shimbim, rp 
ga refed as the organ of the military 
party, charges the foreign office 
with negotiating with the war de­ 
partment to secure the imposition 
of a sentence upon the Japan ese 
sentry at Vladivostok in the Lang­ 
don incident. 
It alleges that the 
foreign office aims to “sacrifice* 
the sentry with the object of avoid­ 
ing a troublesome diplomatic com­ 
plication 
with 
America 
over the 
shooting of the naval officer, and 
to court the good will of the Amer­ 
ican government by this means. 
The newspaper claims that many 
influential 
Japanese 
officials are 
critical of the 
foreign 
office for 
what they charge has been its in­ 
terference in the case. The leading 
inhabitants of the sentry’s home 
village of 
Kochi, 
in 
cooperation 
with the prefecture, the Kokumin 
declares, have organized an assoc­ 
iation to secure 
national 
support 
for the cause of the sentry, wdiom 
they deem to have faithfully dis­ 
charged his duty. 
The result of the court-martial 
trial of the sentry has not yet been 
announced.
